Franklin County is meat-and-potatoes country. But if you 
happen to be a vegetarian — or a whole-foods aficionado 
— your best option is tiny Foothills Bakery, located right 
across from the entrepreneurial Food Venture Center. 

Pleasantly cluttered with homey decor, the restaurant 
has a lived-in vibe. Going there for a meal is like stopping 
in on friends. 

Of course, not too many friends keep a stash of 
freshly made pastries. At Foothills, owner Amy Bell bakes 
up excellent chocolate-stuffed croissants, date bars, 
cookies and moist carrot cake with just the right amount 
of cream-cheese frosting. Can't decide? Get a bunch 
boxed up to go. 

If you're dining in, check out the hanging chalkboard 
menu advertising sandwich stuffings and numerous 
soups du jour. The seasonal offerings range from creamy 
mushroom to chili, and most are meat-free. A rich bowl 
of cheesy cauliflower soup, studded with tender brassica 
chunks, is a perfect way to begin a meal. 

To the right of the counter is a cooler stuffed with 
casseroles that can be reheated to order: Southwestern 
quiche, spinach-studded veggie lasagna and miniature 
flatbread pizzas, to name a few. 

Sandwiches and salads aren't run of the mill here, 
either. Thickly sliced meats are baked in-house — the 
ham goes perfectly with a smear of bracing tarragon 
mustard. Crisp salads, with or without olives and pickled 
banana peppers, come with creative salad dressings. The 
lemon-chive version is a hit. 

Foothills sells loaves of bread in various varieties, 
and a few other house faves — granola, hummus and 
spicy mustard — are proffered by the pound. In Franklin 
County, anyway, it makes sense to stock up.

For folks who haven't had the pleasure of exploring 
the Italian countryside, it's possible to dine at Pane 
e Salute without sampling a single familiar dish. 

At the eight-table eatery — which blends cool, 
modem decor with a few rustic touches — the menu 
is based on "heirloom" recipes that Caleb Barber 
and Deirdre Heekin have gathered during their an- 
nual travels to "il bel paese.” 

The nightly tasting menu, which is expertly 
paired with Italian wines from the cellar, changes 
depending on what's seasonal and enticing. True to 
the spirits of both Italy and Vermont, much of it is 
prepared from ingredients grown in the restaurant's 
garden, or produced by area farmers and artisans. 


On one evening, a wedge of water-buffalo 
ricotta from Woodstock's own creamery is set atop 
roasted scallions as an appetizer. Another is a pile 
of lightly dressed, nutty aruguta with beet cubes, 
roasted potato slices and house-pickled herring on 
the side. A primi portion of risotto comes topped 
with pork-cheek ragu and, for one main course, 
squid is wrapped around black-olive pesto, roasted 
and served with a side of escarole. 

Because the restaurant is so small, it's not un- 
usual to find Chef Barber and Heekin — she runs the 
front of the house — doing everything themselves. 
Barber may pop out of the kitchen to drop off a 
twirl of al dente pasta topped with garlicky bread 


crumbs and cauliflower, or a fragrant portion of 
fennel-braised pork shoulder with lavender-scented 
white bean puree. 

Meanwhile, Heekin could be putting together an 
elegant cheese plate or recommending the restau- 
rants infused liquors, such as her special rose-petal- 
scented brandy. 

Patrons who have seen the duo gracefully nego- 
tiate the restaurant won't be surprised to learn that 
they studied modern dance before becoming restau- 
rateurs. They've also authored two books together, 
and Heekin has won prizes for her fiction. 

With that much creativity between them, its no 
wonder Barber and Heekin's osteria is a work of art

And, of course, 
there's a thick Irish stew, made with hunks of beef, potatoes, carrots and peas 
— and just a hint of beer. 

Not interested in eating Irish? There's roasted duck with pear sauce, 
a vegetarian strudel and a very Vermont-y baked veal with maple ham and 
Cheddar, too. 

Appetizers range from $2.94 for a bowl of soup to $6.50 for seafood-stuffed 
'shrooms. Entrees max out at $22.95. 

After a day on the slopes, this cozy restaurant guarantees a lockin' good time.

Only a few Vermont restaurants 
consistently deliver exquisite food and 
gracious service. Michael's on the Hill, 
located on a scenic stretch of Route 
100 between Waterbury and Stowe, 
is one of them. There, in an intimate 
farmhouse setting, Michael and Laura 
Kloeti reign over the kitchen and 
dining mom, respectively. When it's 
warm enough, seating extends to an 
enclosed wrap-around porch with views 
of the surrounding countryside. 

When a chef is as good as Swiss- 
trained Michael, it's a shame not to take 
advantage of the multicourse tasting 
menu. The "Gold" version is reasonably 
priced and offers perfectly prepared 
comfort foods. For about $20 more per 
person, the "Platinum" edition brings 
luxe items, such as black truffles and 
lobster, to the table. 

The sun might be setting over the 
mountains while a server brings out an 
amuse bouche — literally "amuse the 
mouth" — to awaken the appetite. One 
night it's a spoon topped with savory 
duckterrine, apple chutney and asingle, 
crisp, blue-potato chip for crunch. 

The cocktails are no less creative: 
Try a martini made with cucumber- 
scented Hendrick's gin and garnished 
with blue-cheese-stuffed olives. 

Kloeti's crab-cake appetizer 
captures the essence of the sweet yet 
briny seafood, and complements it with 
a slightly bitter endive slaw topped 
with miniature champagne grapes, 
which explode between the teeth like 
sweet caviar. He follows it up with a 
tender, butter-poached lobster atop an 
earthy mushroom risotto. 

Dessert is a playful variation on the 
kiddie favorite PB&J: a dense chocolate 
torte topped with a scoop of peanut 
butter ice cream, served with Concord

Tiny Thai 

Over the past tew years, Asian restaurants 
blossomed all over Chittenden County like lotus flowers 
on a pond. The Queen City recently gained a pan-Asian 
noodle bar, and another is on the way. Where once 
there was a single source of Vietnamese pho in the 
Greater Burlington area, now there are seven. 

There's no better example of the area's Far Eastern 
obsession than the mile-square city of Winooski, 
where five Asian eateries serve a population of 
6300. 

While all of them are popular, one. Tiny Thai, is 
almost always packed. At lunchtime, its not unusual 


perhaps a result of the filling, ridiculously inexpensive 
prix-fixe lunch special: Diners get a beverage and two 
courses for just $7.95. 

The sweet and hot ginger iced tea is a perfect 
starter. Follow it up with a bowl of fragrant tom yam 
chicken soup or moo ping — grilled, marinated pork 
on a stick. Choosing among 11 possible entrees isn't 
easy, but the "curiy of the day" and the spicy pad kee 
maow, also known as "drunken noodles," are highly 
recommended. 

The a la carte dinner menu is more extensive 


but not expensive — plus, the restaurant is BYOB, 
so there's no booze on the bill. Like all of Tiny 
Thai's dishes, the pad prik khing combines brightly 
colored, crisply cooked vegetables and a puddle of 
rich, complex sauce. The gentler massaman curry 
with potatoes and roasted peanuts amounts to Thai 
comfort food. "Rose's tofu" is a flavorful, meat-free 

There's only one problem with Winooski's favorite 
Asian place. Getting a parking place and a table. 
Luckily, there's a second Tiny Thai, in the Essex 
Shoppes & Gnema complex, just a short drive away.

The bacon cheeseburger isn't exactly kosher — and neither 
is the owner, Glenn Walter — but for Jews in the Burlington 
area, Sadie Katz Delicatessen is a godsend. With specialty 
items shipped in regularly from New York City, the diner- 
turned-deli supplies the Queen City with whitefish salad and 
lox, H&H bagels and Dr. Brown's sodas. 

That said, you'll find plenty of goyim noshing on the all- 
beef dogs, egg creams and mouth-stretching "N.Y.C. Huge" 
sandwiches in the Art Deco diner car, which is decorated in 
shades of pastel green and pink. Want the pastrami fatty and 
the coleslaw on top? No problem. For an extra buck, you can 
add a liver "schmear." 

Slide into a booth or sit at the counter. There's also an 
active takeout area, where DIY sandwich makers stand in line 
for pounds of roasted brisket, tongue and chopped chicken 
liver. Folks fixing brunch at home can pick up bagels and 
smoked salmon. 

Even while dishing up crisp, onion-studded latkes, the 
Bank Street eatery acknowledges its predecessor: the Oasis 
Diner. There's a Greek omelette on the menu, for example, 
as well as buttermilk pancakes and breakfast sandwiches. 
Disparate traditions playfully combine in a pastrami Benedict 
on rye, served with a latke. One omelette comes stuffed with 
corned beef, mushrooms and Swiss cheese. 

The service can be a little brusque when the place is 
slammed, but thats New York, too: nothing to kvetch
